VINCENT ASTOR STARTS T0 
TRAIN AS MILITARY AVIATOR 


World's Richest Young Man Enlists 
in Naval Reserve at 
‘ New York. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—“I can operate 
a flying machine and have been inter- 
ested in aviation for a long time,” 
said Vincent Astor, the richest young 
man in the world, yesterday. How- 
ever, I would be of little use to my 
country as a military aviator in the 
event of war. Therefore, I have en- 
listed in the Second Battalion, Naval 
Reserve to get the necessary training.” 
The interview was one of the few he 
has ever given. 

“The is a vast difference between 
ordinary flying and military aviation,”’ 
said Astor. “An expert aviator, with- 
cut military training, would be of com- 
paratively little use in war. He would 
not understand how to gain informa- 
tion of importance to his commander. 
“Recruits in the Second Battalion 
who have a leaning toward aeronautics 
will be taught first how to fly in or- 
dinary circumstances. Later they wil! 
take up the military phase of the art 
At present we have only one machine. 
but we hope the State will be able to 
give us more.”

GERMAN REPLY T0 
).S DEMANDS HAS 
BEEN COMPLETED 


Note Subject to Changes After 
Exchanges Between Berlin 
and Headquarters. 


TO BE IN CLEAR TERMS 


Definite Nature of Orders to Be 
Given to Submarines Will 
Be Communicated.

BERLIN, May 3.— (by wireless from 
an Associated Press staff correspondent, 
via Sayville).—The draft of the German 
reply to the American note on subma- 
rine warfare has been finished. The re- 
ply is subject to minor alterations which 
may result from interchanges of views 
between Berlin and great headquarters. 


The attitude of Germany will be stat- 
ed in clear and precise terms. The note 
will leave ‘no room for doubt concerning 
the exact position assumed by Germany, 
which will communicate the definite na- 
ture of instructions that will be given to 
submarine commanders and other data 
on which Washington itself can judge 
the situation. 

The Associated Press is permitted to 
make these statements, although the 
censorship on dispatches tending to re- 
veal the tenor of the German reply is 
still effective. The date of delivery of 
the answer has not been fixed. 

Ambassador James W. Gerard, a

Situation Imposes Silence. 

The Ambassador declined to make the 
slightest reference to the occasion of 
his visit to the Emperor, explaining 
that the situation imposed absolute 
silence upon him. It was learned, how- 
ever, that he received Secretary Lan- 
sings’ telegram of instruction in time 
to communicate with Chancellor von

Ruling Over Merger Suit In- 
creases Judgment Against 
Union Electric to $607,026.

Judge Hook of Court of ‘Appeals 
Decides Case -in Litigation 
Since 1903. 


Minority stockholders of the Mis- 
souri-Edison Electric Co. gain $2%,- 
642.23 by a decision yesterday of the 
United States Court of Appeals in the 
celebrated case of Morgan Jones and 


others against the Missouri-Edison 
company. 

Under the decision, written »y 
Judge Hook, and handed down at Bt. 
Paul, the stockholders will recover 
$607,026.15, which is $226,642.23 more than 
was allowed under the finding of 
}Matt G. Reynolds, Special Master in 
Chancery, affirmed by the decree of 
Judge Dyer of the United States Dis- 
trict Court. 

The decree in the District Court 
was for $73.41 principal and $45.87 
interest for each share of stock. The 
present decree is for $107.50 princi- 
pal and $82.8 interest. There are 
3189 shares represented in the liti- 
gation, which has been in the courts 
since Sept. 9, 1903. The appeal which 
resulted in the present decision was 
argued Nov. 9, 1914, and the case has 
been under advisement since. 

Hecover From Union Wlectric, 

The Court remands the cause to the 
United States District Court with direc- 
tions to enter a decree for recovery by 
the plaintiffs from the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., with which the 
Missour!l-Edison company was consoli- 
dated Sept. 9, 1903. It was this consolida- 
tion which led to the filing of the suit by 
the minority stockholders of the Missou- 
ri-Edison company and although tHat 
company is named as the defendant, the 


jucgment is against the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. 

The costs are to be pald by the Union 
Electric company, excepting the plain- 
tiffs’ attorney fees and expenses, which 
are to be paid from the gross recovery. 
The attorneys’ fees will be fixed by 
Judge Dyer. 

Stock of the M.ssouhi-Edissa com- 
pany was Lought up in 1903 by the 
North American interests in further- 
ance of the proposed consolidation of 
the Missouri-Edison company and the 
Citizens’ Electric Light and Power 
company and the Imperial Electric 
Light and Power company into the 
Union Electric Light and Power com- 
pany. The highest price paid was $50 
a share and some of the stock was 
bought for as low as $40 a share. 

Holders of 3189 shares refused to sell. 
Protest was made at the meeting at 
which the consolidation was effected. 
The same day suit was filed in the State 
Court by Attorneys W. B. and Ford 
Thompson for Frank Ruf. Demurrer to 
this suit was sustained. In the mean- 
time suit had been brought in the United 
States Court by Attorneys Dent Roberts, 
Elenius Smith, now of Los Angeles, and 
Db. T. Bomar of Fort Worth, Tex., for 
Morgan Jones of Texas. Ruf, represent- 
ed by the Thompsons, then joined in 
this suit as intervenor. 

Holders of 3189 shares refused to 
sell. They employed counsel. Pro- 
test was made at the meeting at 
which the congolidation was effected 
and the same day suit was filed in 
the name of Frank Ruf in the Circuit 
Court. Later this suit was dismissed 
and a new suit brought in the United 
States Court in the name of Morgan 
Jones of Texas. 

Case Once Dismissed. 

Judge Pollock sustained a demurrer 
and dismissed the case. On appeal to 
the United States Court of Appeals 
Judge Sanborn reversed Judge Pol- 
lock in an opinion on the rights of 
minority stockholders, which has be- 
come celebrated and ranks as the 
highest authority on that subfect. 

Arthur Shepley, appointed as Mas- 
ter in Chancery_to hear the evidence, 
found that there had been no fraud 
in the consolidation, and on his find- 
ing the case was dismissed by Judge 
McPherson. The plaintiffs appealed 
to the United States Court of Appeals. 
The cost of the record was $7000. 
Judge McPherson was reversed by 
the unanimous opinion of the Ap- 
peals Court, which neid that fraud 
had been committed against the 
minority stockholders. 

Matt G. Reynolds, appointed as spe- 
clal Master in Chancery by Judge Dyer, 
found for the plaintiffs in the amount 
given above, and Judge Dyer approved 
the finding. 

The Union Electric company pald info 
court $380,383.92 and costs, but the 
plaintiffs were not satisfied and would 
not accept the money. They appealed 
again to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, resulting in the present decision. 

The $380,383.92 paid into court by the 
Union Electric company has beeh in the 
keeping of the Court since June 1, 1914, 
and for that period has drawn no inter- 
est.

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3 COUNTY JUDGES 
GHASE SPEEDER IN 
AUTO TO CLAYTON 


They Cause Young Man’s Arrest 
and He Is Held for Reck- 
less Driving. 


Three St. Louis County Judges this 
morning caused the arrest of Ralph Mc- 
Gaghey, 22 years old, of 7210 Park ave- 
nue, Richmond Heights, after he had 
passed them in his automobile going 
toward Clayton on the North and South 
road at a high rate of speed. 

Probate Judge Sam D. Hodgdon was 
driving Circuit Judge George A. Wurde- 
man and Associate County Court Judge 
William Buermann from Webster Groves 
tu Clayton when McGaghey passed them. 

“Catch that man,” Wurdeman said, 
“and we'll make an example of him.’’ 
Hodgdon tried, but his car could make 
only 35 miles an hour. McGaghey’s car 
outdistanced them, but not before Buer- 
mann obtained the license number. 

When the Judges drove into Clayton 
they found the machine standing in 
front of a garage. McGaghey was found 
inside, and was compelled to remain 
there until a’ Deputy Sheriff was sent 
for to arrest him. 

After McGaghey was taken into cus- 
tody, Wurdeman, who has proven a ter- 
ror to speeders in the county, gave the 
ycung prisoner a lecture. The prisoner 
was then allowed to sign his own bond 
and depart. He drove very slowly out 
of Clayton, and will appear tomorrow 
before Justice of the Peace L. F. Mat- 
thews to answer to a charge of reckless 
driving.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE LIKELY 
TO TAKE UP PEACE TELEGRAMS 


Action Is Considered Probable After 
Senator Husting Calls on 
the President. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—As a result 
of a conference today between Presi- 
dent Wilson and Senator Husting, the 
Department of Justice probably will 
make an investigation to uncover the 
influences responsible for sending: thou- 
sands of telegrams to Senators and 
Representatives last week urging that 
ne action be taken leading to war with 
Germany. 

Senator Husting, who received many 
of these telegrams, has made a persona) 
investigation and laid the result before 
the President. He told him he could 
get no more information without the 
eid of the Department of Justice. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the department 
could discover who advanced the money 
raid for the telegrams. The President 
listened carefully, but Senator Husting 
would not say what attitude he took. 
Senator Husting has been in communica- 
tion with the Department of Justice of- 
ficials, who have expressed a willing- 
ness to co-operate. 

The Senator will introduce a resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation if ft is 
decided that such a step would help.

“Rebels considered suitable for trial 
are being tried by a field general court- 
martial under the defense of the realm 
act... As the sertences have been con- 
firmed, the public will be informed as to 
the result of the trial.

England. Their cases will receive 
consideration later. The cases of 
women taken prisoners are under 
consideration. 
“The work of dealing ‘with these 
trials is one of great magnitude, and 
it is being proceeded with all dis- 
patch.”’ 

According to the Daily Telegraph, 
Thomas McKinnon Wood, Liberal 
member of Parliament for the St. Rol- 
lox division of Glasgow, will succeed 
Birrell. 

The situation in Galway resulting from 
the revolt has been serious, according to 
advices just received. On Tuesday, April 
25, 1200 rebels approaching from Cran- 
more Market were within three miles 
of Galway when a naval vessel shelied 
them from Galway Bay, compelling tiem 
to retire to Moyard Castle at Athenry. 

On the following day another naval 
vessel landed 100 soldiers, who forced 
cther rebels to retire toward that cas- 
tle. Encounters between the rebels and 
amall bands of police resulted in a 
number of casualties. Among those ar- 
rested were Profs. Steinberger, Walsh 
and McEnri of the University of Gal- 
way. 

One thousand rebel prisoners were 
marched through Dublin yesterday un- 
der strong military escort. They includ- 
ed many youths in their teens and 
several women. It is said that several 
thousand prisoners have been taken by 
the military. 

Normal conditions are returning grad- 
vally in Dublin and reports received 
from outlying districts indicate the sit- 
uation is well in hand. 

The Chief of the Fire Department esti- 
mates the damage to buildings at $5.- 
000,000 and to stock at $3,750,000. The 
rumber of buildings destroyed or dam- 
aged ig 179.

Although the prisoners wore men’s 
clothing, it was reported that several 
were women, 30 or # of whom have been 
made prisoners. 

Only about 5 per cent of the prisoners 
wore the Sinn Fein uniform. There are 
undoubtedly many prisoners who are 
truthful in sqgying they knew nothing of 
the impending revolt when they were 
mobilized. Whether that will in any 
way mitigate their treatment by the 
Gi vernment is not known. 

A number of the prisonera indicated 
their willingness to turn state's evidence 
and it is stated that some startling in- 
formation will come to the Government 
from thts source.

KRALEMANN’S POSITION NOT 
IN JEOPARDY, DAUES RULES

Alderman Has Right to Collect Pre-| 


mium From City on Bond, 
Counselor Says. 

The position of Alderman Herman C. 
Kralemann of the Twenty-second Ward, 
is not in jeopardy, it was ruled today 
by City Counselor Daues, beause he col- 
lected from the city a premium of $2.70 
on a surety bond, issued to August H. 
Hahn, clerk in a Justice Court, before 
Kralemann, an insurance broker, was 
elected to the Board of Aldermen last 
April. 

The city charter provides that an 
Alderman shall be disqualified for a 
willful violation of the provision thai 
forbids: his having an interest, direct 
or indirect, in a contract to which the 
city is a party. Alderman Kralemann 
could not be charged with a “willful 
violation,’’ Counselor Daues held, be- 
cause in 1911 a formal ruling was made 
by Lambert E. Walther, City Counselor 
at the time, that members of the House 
of Delegates might act as agents in 
such matters because they were not 
required as legislators to pass approval 
on such bonds. 

Walther held that Councilmen couid 
not draw commissions on such bond 
premiums, because they did have to 
approve the bonds. Under the new 
charter the Comptroller must avprove 
bonds.

Revised 
blanks, mailed today to all members 
of the Federal reserve system, to be 
used in the next bank call, require 
euch bank to report the amount of 
bonds, obligations or acceptances of 
foreign governments it holds under 
the following subdivision: 

Anglo-French bonds (part of $500,-

governments; other foreign bonds 
and securities. 

This information is intended to dis- 
pose of an assortment of guesses and 
reports that are believed to have 
placed the total sum loaned on for- 
eign securities far in excess of the 
real amount.

N 12-HOUR FIGHT 


Stronghold of Rebel Commander 
in Morelos Is Taken by Car- 
ranza General. 


MEXICO CITY, May 3.—The city of 
Cuernavaca was captured by the forces 
of Gen. Fablo Gonzales yesterday after 
i2 hours of fierce fighting. This infor- }/ 
mation was brought to the War Office} 
by a special messenger. 

According to these advices other cities 
in the Stute of Morelos have been cap- 
tured by the Constitutionalists, who 
advanced from the States of Pueblo 
and Mexico in accordance with the gen- 
eral plan of attack. 

This is the first time since the days 
of President Madero that the capital 
of Morelos has been occupied by forces 
other than those of Emiliano Zapata, 
and the victory is being celebrated here 
as one of the most noteworthy of the 
past three vears. 


Gonzales Report. 
Gen. Gonzales, in his report to the 


War Department, says: 

“I have the honor to communicate 
that, after a council of war between 
the various Generals of this division, a 
general advance in the Zapatista coun- 
try was decided upon. 

“Starting from Tres Mar‘as sector at 
6 o'clock this morning, the heights sur- 
rounding the city were stormed in the 
early morning and a majority of the ele- 
vated points taken after a steady three- 
hours cannonading and rifle fire. At 10 
o’clock the advance guards were in the 
outskirts of the city, and shortly after- 
wards entered. 

‘Some hours later the of the 
army occupied the place. 

“A majority of the enemy was sur- 
rounded. Up to this hour we have cap- 
tured two 75 millimeter St. Chaumond 
cannon, a number of machine guns, 
stacks of small guns, much ammuni- 
tion and a powerful Vick cannon, all in 
good condition. With these were taken 
a locomotive and a number of railway 
cars and material.

ATTORNEY. KILLED. PROVIDED 
IN WILL FOR TAX CAMPAIGN 


Tennessee Reformer Slain in Office 
That Received Many Anonymous 
Letters Before He Was Shot. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 3.—Harry 
S. Stokes, reform attorney, shot and 
killed a week ago by C. C. Trabue, made 
a provision in his will, made publici to- 
day, for continuing the prosecution of 
the taxpayers suit. Trabue was chief 
counsel for the opposing side in the suit 
which Stokes had been conducting for 
months in an effort to recover money 
for the citiy from contractors and city 

officials. 

He-walked into Stokes’ office and shot 
bim three times. He is out under bond. 
For his associates who are to continue 
the prosecution Stokes made a bequest 
of $10,000, to be received and spent as 
they deem best. All funds spent oy 
Stokes in prosecuting the case he do- 
nates “to the cause of gvod govern- 
ment.’ It is estimated that Stokes 
spent from his private funds up to the 
day of his death approximately $15,009. 

These and other bequests are not made 
at the expense of his widow and daugh- 
ter, who are amply provided for. When 
anonymous threatening letters began to 
pour in upon him he took out thousands 
of dollars in personal injury policies. 
Some of the companies reconsidered and 
cancelled the policies. 

The two bejuests are included in the 
codicil dated August 5, 1915, which says:

In submitting the letter Senator Till- 
man declared Secretary Daniels courted 
investigation if one was demanded. 

“The Secretary of the Navy has noth- 
ing to conceal and courts an investiga- 
tion if one is demanded,”’ said Senator 
Tillman. “Neither he nor his friends 
here like this kind of sniping of gueril- 
ta warfare. ‘Therefore I content myself 
with asking that Fiske’s letter to the 
Vice President be published in the Rec- 
ord so that all may judge how little 
there really is to his utterances, except 
malice and wounded vanity. Disappoint- 
ed ambition, too, has had much to do 
with his conduct. He has brooded over 
what he supposes to be his wrongs un- 
til he seems to be obsessed, and I really 
feel sorry for him.” 

Senator Lodge, defending Admiral 
Fiske, said he thought an injustice had 
been done the naval officer. ‘‘The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has seen fit on several 
occasions,”’ he said, “to attack Admiral 
Fiske. Admiral Fiske is an officer of 
the highest rank. He has had an un- 
blemished career in the navy. He hag 
engaged in no guerilla warfare, but has 
only the desire that is the right of every 
honest man to protect his own reputa- 
tion. 

“In his letter Acmiral Fiske referred 
to Secretary Daniels’ statement to the 
Senate saying he had never been fur- 
nished a copy of the Fiske unprepared- 
ness letter and expressing great surprise 
to learn that such a communication had 
been filed.” 

Admiral Fiske wrote: ‘This statemen: 
constituted an accusation againgt me of 
a grave breach of official propriety—in 
fact of actual underhandedness of an 
attempt to conceal an important letter 
from the secretary while, as a matter 
of fact, I was always scrupulously care- 
ful never to permit him to receive or to 
remain under any mistaken impression 
or to be in ignorance of any importanx 
matter, if I could prevent it.”

REDMOND’S SON NARROWLY 
ESCAPED FROM SINN FEIN 


Lieutenant Was in Uniform When He 
"Sncountered Rebels, But Durk- 
ness Prevented Recognition. 

LONDON, May 38.—Lieut. William K. 
Redmond, M. P., only son of the Na- 
tionalist leader, had an extraordinary 
escape from capture by the Sinn Fein 
the day the revolt began. He motored 
into Dublin with his sister and another 
woman on the way to Kingstown to at- 
tend a secret session of Parliament on 
Tuesday last. 

They knew nothing of the outbreak un- 
til they ran into a Sinn Fein patrol on 
the road outside of Dublin, who leveled 
guns at them and ordered them to turn 
back. Lieut. Redmond was in uniform, 
but it being dusk the Sinn Fein men 
didn’t see it, for they would have ar- 
rested .any officer and Redmond’s son 
would have been a prize of first impor- 
tance. 

He remained in the car while his sister 
approached the Sinn Fein men who told 
her the Irish republic had been estab- 
lished and Dublin was entirely in the 
possession of Sinn Fein. She returned to 
her brother, and they had to make a 
detour of 30 miles to get to Kingstown.

HAVE OFFERED SHIP 
FOR THE TUBANTIA 


Berlin Convinced Dutch Liner 
Was Torpedoed, Says 
Amsterdam Paper. 


LONDON, May 3.—“The evidence pre- 
sented by the Dutch Shipping Council 
and the pieces of metal found in the 
ship's boat have convinced the Berlin 
Government that a German torpedo 
sank the Dutch steamer Tubantia,”’ says 
a dispatch from Amsterdam, quoting the 
Handelsblad. 

“Negotiations regarding the compen- 
sation for the sinking of the vessel are 
proceeding,”’ the dispatch adds. ‘‘Mean- 
time Albert Ballin, Director General of 
the Hamburg-American Steamship Co., 
has offered to transfer th» Dutch com- 
pany a large Hamburg-American liner 
to take the place of the Tubantia.’’ 


The Holland-Lloyd steamer Tubantia 
was sunk off the Noordhinder lightship 
March 16, as a result of an explosion. 
Affidavits of officers and passengers 
said a torpedo was responsible for the 
disaster. The Dutch Government pro- 
tested strongly to Germany and later 
dispatched to Berlin a piece of bronze 
found in a life boat of the liner, which 
the Dutch Ministry of Marine believed 
to be part of a German torpedo. 


BRIDGE OVER THE MERAMEC ON 
TELEGRAPH ROAD I$ PROPOSED 


Association Will Try. and Get St. 
Louis anc. Jefferson Counties to 
Unite on Project. 

A movement has been organized, as a 
result of passage of bond issues for 
good roads in St. Louis and Jefferson 
Counties, to obtain the construction of 
a $50,000 bridge over the Meramec River 
at the crossing of the old Telegraph road 
which leads south through Kimmswick, 
Herculaneum, Festus and Ste. Gene- 
vieve. The Telegraph and Old State 
Noad Association, with headquarters at 
Clayton, has been formed_to get signa- 
tures to a petition asking the St. Louis 
County and Jefferson County Courts to 

carry out the plan. 

It is proposed that instead of building 
a new bridge at the Lemay Ferry cross- 
ing, Jefferson County bear all the ex- 
pense of repairing the present bridge, 
which is estimated at $12,000, It is un- 
cerstood that Jefferson County is will- 
ing to put $20,000 into that bridge, and 
advocates of the new bridge point out 
{hat after repairing the present bridge 
there would be $8000 left for the new 
bridge. It is then proposed to get St. 
Louis County to bear $33,00) of the cost 
of this new bridge. Backers of the plan 
lelieve $9000 still lacking could be raised 
by subscription. 

The Telegraph road is near the Missts- 
sippi River and it avoids practically all 
hills. Its use would shorten the dis- 
tance between St. Louis and the prin- 
cipal towns of Jefferson County five or 
ten miles.

LIMITED BEER SALE IN SONORA 


Mayors and Police Chiefs to Be Bar- 
tenders Three Day-~. 
DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 3.—The State 

government of Sonora has secured a 

monopoly on the manufacture and sale 

of beer within its own borders. The 

Government, which has hitherto pro- 

hibited the manufacture or sale of in- 

toxicants, will now permit the sale in 
limited amounts on Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays. No man may purchase 
more than three glasses, although the 
size of the glass to be used has not been

Aldermen to Be Asked to Sub-| 
mit Proposals for Public 
Improvements. 


A bond issue of abdéut $10,000,000 to 
finance needed public improvements wil] 
be recommended in two weeks by the 
Mavor’s conference of civic delegates. 
for submission at the regular election 
next Noveniber. 

This was decided a* a meeting last 
night in Mayor K‘ei's office. Under the 
State law such bond issues must re- 
ceive the approval of two-thirds of those 
voting. at the election. No bonds ever 
were voted at a2 general election, al- 
though submitted severai times, and 't 
has been the experience that a sub- 
stantial number of the voters on such 
oc. asions fail to cast any vote on the 
bond ;-roposition. which Js equivalent to 
casting a vote against it. 

Mayor Kiel oppused the idea of a spe- 
cial Sond election hecause it would cost 
the city about $70 900 

A committee, consisting of Luther Ely 
Smith, Dr. B. W. Clarke and George 
R. Gaensslen, was appointed to draft a 
bill for introduction in the Board of 
Aldermen, that will stipulate the va- 
rious items to compose the $10,000,000 of 
bonds. They will report at a meeting 
tg be called by the Mayor in about two 
weeks. 

A suggestion that the bill propose $,- 
000,000 for the construction of a munic- 
ipal electric plant, $3,000,000 for a mv- 
nicipal gas plant and $5,000,000 for a mu- 
nicipal street car system, was made by 
Sheridan Webster, a delegate from the

A. C. Einstein, vice president and gen- 
éral manager of the company, who is a 
preparedness enthusiast, said it is the 
company’s purpose to furnish training 
to men who do not feel that they can 
join the national guard.

Letters discussing the Post-Dispatch 
editorial, ‘‘Vindicate St. Louis,’’ con- 
tinue to be received at the Post-Dis- 


patch office. As on previous days, a 
majority of the letters received were iii 
support of the idea of the editorial. The 
editorial declared that the thousands of 
pro-German telegrams sent from St. 
Louis ‘last week to .1embers of Con- 
gress, asking Congress to repudiate 
President Wilson's demands on Ger- 
many, did not represent the truey 
spirit of St. Louis. Readers were asked, 
in the editorial, to write their Congress- 
men, urging them to stand by the Presi- 
dent in his defense of American rights, 
A form letter to Speaker Clark and the 
Missouri Congressmen was printed, for 
those who desire to use it. 

At a meeting of Pacific Lodge No. 6, 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, last 
night, the secretary was instructed to 
send the following telegram to Senator 
Stone: 

“The members of Pacific Lodge No. 64, 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
present at a meeting, voted to a man 
to indorse the President in his stand 
with Germany as to the submarine con- 
troversy.’’ The message was signed by 
J E. Thomas, secretary. W. A. Wheel- 
ing is president of the lodge. 

Letters Condemning Stand. 

Three letters condemning the Post-Dis- 
patch’s position, two of them written 
on the stationery of the same business 
house, were received today. One of the 
writers makes an argument which has 
been offered but rarely in this discus- 
sion. This is, that the United States, 
by protesting against Germany's sub- 
marine methods, is making it impossible 
for this nation to use those same meth- 
ods in future warfare. 

The suggestion that any United States 
naval officer, under any circumstances 
whatever, would torpedo 2a merchant 
ship carrying women and children, has 
at least the merit of novelty. Those in 
authority have repeatedly said that if 
the United States were at war it 
would use submarines against battle- 
ships and transports. It has never pro- 
tested against their legitimate use by 
Germany or any other country.

For First Three Weeks He At- 
tends Lectures on Construc- 
tion ‘of Airship. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, April W@.—In the following 


article a Daily Mail correspondent gives | 


a description of the training of a Zep- 
pelin pilot: 


“Along the shores of Lake Constance, 
on the German side, there are numer- 
ous small islands, all of them of a re- 
markable similarity in shape. They are 
huge floating rafts, each of which car- 
ries a- Zeppelin shed. 

“Here, far out from the shore, and 
away from prying eyes, dwells a busy 
colony of human beings. These are the 
pilots and crews of the Zeppelins— 
skilied mechanics, whose duty it is to 
overhaul the huge craft and to keep 
them airworthy. There are also a hun- 
dred-odd housewives whose nimble fin- 
gers busily stitch at and fashion the 
envelopes; night and day they ply their 
needles in order that’ their beloved fa- 
therland may not lack the necessary 
material. Lastly, there are the youths 
who are being instructed in. the gentle 
art of flying. 

“These latier are for the most part 
the eldest sons of the noblest German 
families, their ages ranging from 1§ to 
Zl years. To be related to an office 
in the air service is considered a very 
great honor in Germany. The air serv- 
ice is even thought more desirable thai 
the crack regiments, such as the 
Death’s Head Husgars or the Prussian 
Guards, the Kaiser’s bodyguard. 

Where Fliers Are Trained. 

“At Friedrichshafen—for the air sti 
tion is named after the nearest largs 
town on land—the would-be airman 


4] must undergo a course of long and de- 


tailed instruction. It matters not wheta- 
er he be intended for the navy or the 
army wing, Friedrichshafen is the cez- 
tral training school for both. The naval 
wing is by far the larger and sees far 
more active service than does that of 
the army. : ‘ 

“After completing his training course 
at Friedrichshafen the young pilot is 
sent to Helgoland, Tondern, Borkum, 
Leipsic, Brussels, or one of the other 
large Zeppelin centers, there to carry 
on his profession of death and destruc- 
tion. From three to four months is the 
time allowed to train an efficient Zep- 
pelin pilot. During that period he is sup- 
posed to have gained a thorough knowl- 
edge of the handling of the craft, of the 
working of the engine, of the main prin- 
ciples of aerostatics, wireless, gunnery 
and the theory of fitght. 

“For the first three weeks he attends 
a series of lectures; there are the coii- 
struction, the assembling, fabric man- 
ufacturing, navigation and meteorolozgi- 
cal classes. He must personally make 
up a portion of fabric, take to pieces and 
reassemble an engine, ‘box’ and steer 
a course by compass. At the end of 
each moth an examination is held, and 
at the end of the course-comes a fina) 
examination, in which the candidate 
must secure 70 per cent of the total 
number of marks allowed or 'e will ba 
asked to resign. Needless to state, the 
average German youth is too keen on 
his subject to submit to this indignity. 

Makes First Flight, 

“Having rassed this final examination 
the sub-lievtenant is permitted, with 
great rejoicing in his heart, to take 
part in his first flight. Several of the 
older types of Zeppelin ere reserved for 
this purpose. The ‘quirks,’ as they would 
be called in our own air service, are 
taken up in batches‘ of five under the 
vigilant eye of an experienced pilot 
usually an officer who has seen a great 
deal of activ:: service and has taken part 
in one of the raids on Great Britain. 
He explaing to them the use of the vari- 
ous parts, such as the rudder, propellers, 
ailerons and elevators. He shows them 
the best methods to be employed when 
rising and descending, and gives them 
a sound general idea of aerial naviga- 
tion. 

“On their second trip aloft the batch 
of ‘quirks’ are allowed to fly the ship 
themselves. On the third trip they are 
sent up singly with an instructor and 
fly unaided for the space of one or two 
hours. The first three trips having been 


ppassed satisfactorily, the great day ar- 


rives when the new hand is sent up in 
command. te is given strict orders not 
to stray teq far afield and always to 
keep within bight of the sheds. 

“Quite recently an unfortunate sub- 
lieutenant went up over the lake on his 
first trip in command. A storm sud- 
denly sprang up; he descended hurriedly 
to the nearest land, which happened to 
be an island in the middle of Lake Con- 
stance, and was forced to remain there 
for the night. 


Practice at Bomb-Dropping. 
“A very considerable portion of the 


time spent in traning is devoted to the 
art of dropping bombs. To do this 
successfully the young pilot is taught 
always to have the wind at his back 
and the bows of his craft pointing di- 
rectly at the object to be bombed. For 
this purpose he is provided with a 
formula minutely worked out which al- 
lows for both the speed of the ship 
and for the direction of the prevailing 
wind—two factors which influence ac- 
curacy in bomb dropping to a very 
great extent. Skill in aiming is ob- 
large portions of 
timber constructed to resemble minia- 
ture warships upon the surface of the 

e¢ and by approaching them at vary- 
ing degrees of speed, altitude and % 
rection of wind. 


“When sufficient experience has oor 


obtained in bomb dropping the pilot is 
sent on long trips across the country 
to learn the secrets of air navigation. 
The principal, route chosen is from 
Friedrichshafen to Berlin and back, or 
to Breslau or Hamburg. Then theie 
follows a short spell of flying across 
the lines. Then, and only then, is the 
Zeppelin pilot considered capable of 
conducting a raid across the seas.”

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WAD DISCOVERER 
OF ANILINE DYES 


German Manufacturers Devel- 
oped Industry and Practically 
Had World Monopoly. 


WASHINTON, May 3.—“A_ virtually 
forgotten industry is being revived with 
frantic haste as a result of the discon- 


in aniling and coal tar dyes,’’ according 
to a bulletin issued by the National Ge- 
ographic Society, 

“The United States, like many other 
countries, is looking lenataattt” Goon more 
to Avignon’s madder root for its ‘turkey- 
red,’ to India’s indigo for its blues, to 
Mexico’s cochineal for its scarlets, to 
Central America’s logwood for its blacks 
and browns, to our own oak forests for 
their quercitron yellow, and—no, not to 
the peculiar Mediterranean seashell for 
its purple, for the manufacture of the 
Tyrian shade beloved by Emperors is 
one of the so-called lost arts. 

“But these ancient vegetable dyes, 
some of which were in use when the 
mummy cloths were being made for the 
pyramid builders of Egypt, can ever re- 
Place the coal tar dyes which, during 
the 60 years since they were accidentally 
discovered, have revolutionized the art 
of adding color to our clothes, our 
houses, our inks, our shoes, our wall pa- 
per, our hats and our bookbindings. In 
fact, aniline dyes furnish almost all of 
the modern tints for which man is re- 
sponsible. 

How Dyes Were Discovered. 

“It was in 1856 that a young English 
chemist, while trying to produce artifi- 
cial quinine,’ distilled from coal tar a 
substance which had a beautiful mauve 
tint. This was the first of the aniline 
dyes, dyes which have now been pro- 
duced in nearly a thousand commercial 
shades, 400 of which are widely used. 
This young chemist, William Henry 
Perkin, secured capital from his father 
and began the manufacture of dyes, as 
a result of which he was knighted and 
amassed a fortune. His discovery im- 
mediately attracted the attention of 
German manufacturers who, aided by 
far-sighted bankers, employed universi- 
ty chemists, and established dye plants 
on the Rhine and Main rivers, inaugu- 
rating an industry -~which has enjoyed 
phenomenal success. At. the- outbreak 
of the present great war 21 manufactur- 

ng establishments, most of them with- 

an area of 130 square miles, had a 
practical world monopoly of the aniline 
dye trade. 

“It is not a coincidence that 12 of 
Germany’s biggest dy factories are lo- 
cated at Essen, adjacent to the lead- 
ing munition plants of the Teutonic 
Empire. The same coal tar which pro- 
duces dyestuffs also furnishes the es 
sential ingredients of the high ex- 
Plosives used in the shells of the 16- 
inch guns which battered down the 
forts of Liege and which fill the head 
cf the deadly submarine torpedo. 

“Up to the time of Perkin’s epoch- 
making discovery, coal tar was’ the 
cespised by-product when coal was 
burned to produce coke and illumin- 
ating gas.! Today the once rejected 
third praduct has become, as it were. 
the keystone in the manufacture not 
only of dyestuffs and high explosives. 
but of many perfumes, photograph de- 
and innumerable medicinal 
compounds known as coal-tar prepara- 
tions. 

,U. S. Imports Were $15,000,000. 

“At the outbreak of the world war 
the United States was importing an- 
nually from Germany about $15,000,000 
worth of aniline dyes. The discontinu- 
ance of these dye shipments has had 
az: effect’ upon our industries out of 
ali proportion to the actual value of 
the imports, for the manufacturing es- 
tablishments in this country which used 
| these dyes employ more than 2,000,000 
workers and many of the factories 
‘have been forced to run on half time 
‘or even less. 

“The increase in the prices of some 
of the dyes can only be compared with 
|the astonishing increase in the prices 
,of shares in some of the ‘war bride’ 
For instance, patent blues have 
|registered the astonishing advance 
| from 60 cents to $24 a pound. Other 
| dyes which formerly sold for % cents a 
gallon now bring $12. 

: “Since 1898 the United States has 

produced only about 20 per cent of 
the dyes needed in domestic manufac-‘ 

| tures.”’

NEW YORK, May 3.-Sir Douglas 
Mawson, the Antarctic explorer who re- 
cently arrived in the United States from 
Australia, sailed yesterday on the steam- 
ship Orduna for Liverpool. Sir Douglas 
said that when he reached London he 
would offer his services to an expedi- 
tion for the relief of Lieut. Sir Ernest 
H. Shackleton, if such an expedition

Cinderella, and trick elephants, and 
fairy godmothers, and bears on roller 
skates, and swinging trapezes, and pyra- 
miding Arabs, and clowns, and ice cream 
cones, were all mixed up in the dreams 
of sevéral hundred St. Louse children 


last night, following the first day’s per- 
formances of the first circus that St. 
Louis has seen for two years. 

According to ‘“‘Ringling Brothers Mag- 
azine of Wonders and Daily Review,’’ 
which is to be obtained at the entrance 
for a consideration, this show is 30 years 
old. But it didn’t look that many days 
old, to yesterday’s matinee crowd. Be- 
sides the new, white tents, things in 
general had a fresh, unworn appear- 
ance. The robes of the courtiers who 
hung around Cinderella, and the heads 
of the white mi that walked behind 
her coach, and the pink tights of the 
bareback riders and the flip-flop folk, 
all seemed to be innocent of soiling and 
dry-cleaning. Even the massive toe- 
nails of the elephants’ fore feet were a 
gleaming white. The only things about 
the place that seemed ever to have seen 
service before, were the khaki suits 
worn by the ready chaps who handle 
the nets and pulleys for the trapeze and 
ring performers, and who stand in a row 
for the jumping dogs to go over them. 
Their clothes were hardly in dress pa- 
rade shape, but perhaps they, too, were 
new before the late indoor engagement 
in Chicago. 

The ‘‘Cinderella’’ performance, which 
opens the show, is a very pretty piece 
of pageantry. It involves two parades 
around the arena, in the second of 
which 282 gayly dressed figures were 
counted. There is a ballet, and fun- 
making by clowns and gnomes, and 
through it all the fairy tale is told in 
a way which the children follow read- 
ily, even if the adults, with their rusty 
memories, do have to look in the 
book. mh 
Takes Watchful Watching. 

After ‘‘Cinderella”. was over, the 
watching game began—looking at three 
rings and two stages, or at three, or 
perhaps five, sets of trapezes, at once. 
After keeping this up for a while, one 
picks out the ring and the aerial ap- 
paratus neareat to him, and watches 
that. 2 

A few acts got the distinction of be- 
ing performed in the center, with noth- 
ing else going on at the time, and with 
a special announcement by a man whvu 
ought to be kept here as reading clerk 
for the Democratic national conven- 
tion. Wiry little Mule. Leitzel, who 
twists her arms on the rings until ev- 
eryone expects the-arms to drop off, 
‘and who lifts high aloft, with her teeth, 
a girl sitting in a chair, was one of 
these. Statue groups of white horses 
and white dogs, which seemed to be 
in a trance, were also featured in 
pleasing fashion. 

Along about the middie, they bega" 
you're wrong. 
Not the concert, this time, but the Wild 
West Show. To help boost it, they 
trotted out their wild Western folk 
along with some from the Eastern war 
front, and showed them. 

William J. Bryan was represented 
among the clowns, his impersonator 
carrying’ a dove and a peace-at-any- 
price banner. In this connection, a cer- 
tain distinguished resident of Detroit 
would seem to have just cause for com- 
plaint. He was not represented, nor 
was there any reminder of the jokes 
which are classified under his name. 
Mutt and Jeff were seen, but their 
friend the Czar was not along. 

There were some vacant seats at the 
afternoon show, but at night the “big 
top”’ was filled snugly, and the heavy 
rain had no unfavorable effect on the 
performance.

The menagerie tent is not only a good 
place to spend a Kalf-hour or longer 
with the children—it is a paradise for 
story tellers. The raconteur who likes 
to tell the story aout the giraffe, and 
the farmer's exclamation, on first seeing 
one, “There ain’t no such animal,”’ can 
find oecasion to dispense this yarn here, 
for there is quite a little herd of gi- 
1affes, with that incredible appearance 
which called forth the farmer's epigram.

Exile is a harsh pun- 
ishment, and the world will sympathize with 
men whose religious convictions compel them 
to invoke it.

SHORTAGE OF PAPER. - 

On April 6 an order issued in Paris to save 
and gather papers and bits of paper of all kinds 
newspapers, wrapping papers, writing paper, 
old books and. records—everything of the genus 
papyrus except soiled scraps. 

The Figaro ip publishing the order, states that 
newspapers can hardly continue publication

MUFFLERS FOR STREET CAR WHEELS. 

The street car muffler is said to be fulfilling 
the claims made for it a year ago by the former 
St. Louisan who invented it, E. C. Madden, ex- 
Assistant Postmaster General. 

The device provides a street car wheel made in 
two parts, one an inner disk, between which and 
an outer rim or tire, rubber is interposed. Wheels 
of this pattern have been in use for many months 
in Portland, Me., and are described as doing for 
the noisy street car running gear what the Maxim 
muffler does for firearms. A suspicion that wear 
on the rubber would make the device expensive 
has been disproved, it is asserted. Maintenance 
eosts for rubber will hardly equal that for flat 
wheels. 

Traction rolling stock is the greatest obstacle 
to the success of anti-noise campaigns in cities. 
Why should lesser noises be penalized when they 
are commonly drowned in the rattle and bang 
and thunderous roar of street cars which ere a 
perpetual offensé to the ears?

For real action and desperate effort
